VIENNA, Jan. 28.—The Russian 
has laid qa fresh burden of anxiety on the 
Already  over-weitghted shroulders of Em- 
peror Franz Josef. The Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent is informed by a court official 
that the Emperor is sadly convinced that 
Russian autocracy is toppling over, in- 
creasing Austria's responsibilities in the 
Balkans at a time when her own internal 
condition needs all her solicitude. 
The Emperor holds the only alternative 
to the overthrow of his autocracy is for 
the Czar to aecept the inevitable, as he 
himself did in 1860. He must publish a 
roclamation giving the nation a consti- 
ution, to which he must bind himsef by 
oath; it must clearly define the _ position 
of the Czar’s family and the Grand 
Duke's, and must separate state property 
from the Czar's private estate. 
Disappearance of the RNomanoff regime 
would not directly affect the Hapsburgs, 
and the relations between them are only 
friendly from the teeth out. Politically, the 
effects may be disastrous, not merely in 
the Balkans, where the Sultan wo''’ cer- 
tainly put in his evil hand, but internally. 
where the disintegration of Russia is we!l 
calculated to hasten the same process in 
Austro-Hungary.

The kitchen 
is French In all its detalis and more than 
one eminent Partsian restaurateur  firat 
made his pile in the Czar's employ before 
he started business at home. In fact, the 
heads of these household departments rap- 
idly become wealthy men. 

The kitchen, pantry and housekeeping ar- 
rangements are all under the charge of 
the court marshal, Count Benkendorff, but 
the real general In command is a court 
“forager” as he is called, once a chef, 
now an official with the rank of colonel, 
with a court uniform, a cocked hat, spurs, 
sword. etc.. while his breast is decorated 
with stars and orders. 

This awe-inspiring individual must take 
a special oath of allegiance and fidelity, 
fn view of the possibility that he might 
poison his imperial master.

LONDON, Jan. 28.—Baron Hayashi, the 
Japanese minister to Great Britain, tclkea 
freely today on the subject of Secretary of 
State Hay’s proposal for a conference by 
the powers on the integrity of China. 

Minister Hayashi .does not fayor the 
proposition as being likely to result in a 
satisfactory adjustment of the question and 
is of the opinion that it would not bring 
about any improvement of the existing 
Situation. 

“Mr. Hay’s proposal is decidedly interest- 
ing,’” said the baron. . ‘It is only another 
evideiice of the sincere desire of the Ameri- 
can State Department to reach some ac- 
ceptable solution of the vexed question of 
the preservation of the territormai integrity 
of China. 

“For my part, however, I am unable to 
see how it could be effectual under the 
circumstances. If a conference should de- 
cide that all countries sign a treaty guar- 
anteeing territorial integrity to China, it 
is a question if we would be any better off. 
Treaties have been broken before. 

“What is the use of making an agree- 
ment with a country which has no regard 
for treaty promises? China is:not like a 
country that could maintain its own neu- 
trality and territorial integrity with the 
moral support of the powers. If so. a 
treaty would be a good thing. But in the 
present case, in the event of a breach of 
the treaty it is not likely that America 
would rush into war to enforce its observ- 
ance, and therefore a treaty is valueless. 

“Japan is now fighting to prevent the yio- 
lation of Chinese territorial integrity and 
proposes to continue to prevent its viola- 
tion, by force of arms. if necessary.”’

REVOLUTIONARY PARTY 
HAS ALMOST VANISHED. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 28.—Crushed by 
force of arms, the Russian revolutionary 
party seems almost to have disappeare. 

Bribed by promises of reform, terrified by 
last Sunday's slaughter in the capital and 
by subsequent similar butcheries through- 
out the other leading cities of the em- 
pire, the workingmen are returning to their 
employment. 

St. Petersburg has regained the outward 
appearance almost of its wonted calm. The 
industrial centers in the interior still show 
signs of popular discontent. There were 
a few more strikes and several minor riots 
today. 

In general, however, the revolt of the 
past week may fairly be said to have been 
effectually defeated. The police are still 
conspicuously numerous about the streets. 
but the soldiers are being withdrawn to 
their various posts. The authorities speak 
confidently of the future. Their fears of 
a genuine revolution have evidently been 
stilled. 

How long order can be maintained is a 
more ‘doubtful proposition’ Russian suc- 
cesses in the far Bast within the past 
few days have gone far toWard taking the 
people's minds from their own causes of 
dissatisfaction. Fear of the military at 
home has done still more. 


LOOK FOR MORE TROUBLE. 


There are not lacking good judges, how- 
ever, who say that the present calm is 
but a lull, not a cessation of the storm. 
Under cover of seeming quiesence it is 
declared that the revolutionists are dis- 
tributing arms and stirring the people to 
a still fiercer hatred of the government. 

Poland ts even yet in a ferment. Dis- 
turbances of more or less importance are 
constantly occurring. The Russian au- 
thorities in the dependency seem to have 
lost their heads and manifestly fear an 
attempt on the people's part to throw off 
the Czar’s yoke.

There were 4000 persons present. Among 
those who spoke were Mme, Severine, M. 
Roubanwitch, Anatole France, Sebastian 
Faure, Malato, the Italian agitator, and 
Yvetot. 

Their addresses were in passionate sym- 
pathy with the reyolutionary movement in 
Russia, in which a vote of confidence was 
passed, and also a vote against the ‘‘ex- 
ecutioners.’’ The matter was ratified amid 
clamors for the death of the Czar and 
other radical expressions. 

While the excitement was at its height 
there wag a eortie by the gendarmes, wit 
assailed the crowd, knocking down women 
and nearly killing a Russian student, Marie 
Sello, who was crying out “Vive la an- 
archy,”’ and who was arrested. 

The Cry of Paris has today a ghastly 
frontispiece representing the hand and 
bloody head of Louls XVI.

President Thanks Frederic Mistral For Copy of His Works and 
Approves Teachings Contained in Them, Which He 
Says Apply Particularly to Americans. 


PARIS, Jan. &.—President Roosevett has 
written ah autograph letter to Frederic 
Mistral, the provincial poet who was re- 
cently awarded the Nobel prize ‘or iit- 


erature. 

The letter acknowledges the receipt of a 
volume of Mistral’s poems and then warm- 
ly approves the poet's teachings as applied 
to busy American life. The letter in part 
says:. 

“You are teaching a lesson that tone

Born in Banffshire 75 years ago, 
at the parish school (since it was a Scotch 
School, probably an admirable one), first

in 1880 an emigrant to Canada.

MISTAKEN IDENTITY OF A HORSE 


RESULTS IN AN INTRICATE TANGLE 


Two Men Claim the Animal and, Each Produces a Score o 
Witnesses to Substantiate His Word-Man Accused 
of Theft Is Discharged but Loses His 
Property in tne Shuffle.

LEAVENWORTH, Kan., 
being under suspicion of horse theft for 
nearly four months, IL. Smullen, one of 
the most reputuble citizens of Platte Coun- 
ty, Mo.. has heen discharged in the Dis- 
trict Court at Leavenworth.

Behee, on the other hand, had no less 
than 20 witnesses, who swore positively 
that the horse was the one he had owned. 
They described every blemish wpon the 
horse to a nicety. The judge of the City 
court was nonplussed. He ordered the 
horse brought to the courthouse, and there 
he himself examined it. All of the marks 
described by witnesses both for Behee and 
the defendant, were there. 

Suddenly Behee recalied that the horse 
he owned would not walk into a pool of 
water. Nearby wus such a pool, and be- 
fore no less than 4 persons the animal 
was led to the pool. The horse drew back 
and would not even be shoved into it. 

The judge bound Smuilen over to the 
District Court for trial on the charge of 
grand larceny. holding that there was suf- 
ficient evidence to show that the animal 
was Behee’s. In the meantime the county 
attorney investigated the case thoroughly. 
rhe more he investigated the deeper be- 
came the mystery. 

Smullen's witnesses could not be doubted;

Lake and Atlantic Exporters Are 


Shocked by the Turn in the 
Tide of Business to New Orleans 
and Galveston. 


THESE CITIES WINNING 
BECAUSE OF LOCATION. 


Coming Into Their Own Because 
They Have Supplied Them- 
selves With Facilities for Hand- 
ling the Wheat and Corn That 
Pour. Into Them. 


Special to the Post-Dispate*. 

GALVESTON, Tex.,: Jan. 28.—The. move- 
ment of the products of the west; especial- 
ly grain to the Gulf ports, is causing much 
concern among those interested in eastern 
railroads and Atlantic seaports. 

The fact that the Guif ports are gradu- 
ally coming into their own and will eventu- 
ally secure the bulk of the trade in exports 
and imports of the great and growing West 
is a thorn in the side of eastern interests, 
which is prodding deeper and deeper every 
year, and brings forth a corresponding in- 


| crease in the amount of noise made about 


freight rates, differentials, etc.., 

It is a hard matter to conVihce the East 
that western and southern railroads are 
building and improving, and that the Gulf 
ports are rightly assuming importance in 
the commercial. world, 

That there are other ports in the United 
States besides New York, Philadelphia, 
Boston and Baltimore was discovered by 
the East only a few years ago, but it never 
dreamed they would ever have the pre- 
sumption to ge after the business or!ginat- 
ing in their own terrftory. The fact that 
there is a successful effort being made in 
that direction is resulting in the trying 
of artificial means to attract trade east- 
ward again. 


East Loses Honors. 

The Gulf ports, especially Galveston and 
New Orleans, have within a very short 
time, taken the honors from the East, in 
exportations of wheat and corn, the former 
holding first rank for exporting wheat and 
the latter first rank for corn. 

In the opinion of well-posted men in the 
grain trade the prestige and the business 
thus lost can never be regained perma- 
nently though combinations are formed and 
artificial means used to the limit. 

. There are reasons why such a statement 
should prove true—reasons that could not 
have been given five years ago. 

There was a time when western and 
southern railroads could not compete in the 
handling of grain, and when the facilities 
at the Gulf ports were inadequate for the 
grain trade. The railroads were poorly 
equipped with cars and engines, and the 
roadbeds were incapable of sustaining the 
weight of heavy trains. The ports were 
without modern elevators, and the ship 
channels were narrow and shallow. Ten 
years has changed all this. Galveston and 
New Orleans, the former city especially, 
are as well equipped with docks, ware- 
houses and clevators as most of the eastern 
ports. Millions of money has been spent by 
the general government in securing deep 
water and in furnishing adequate aids to 
navigation, and today deep draft ocean 
steamers can gO up to thes docks or ito 
the elevators unaided by tugs and tow 
boats, load with grain in a few hours, and 
put to sea within one day. No lightening 
is necessary, and there is no expense of 
shifting miles from dock to dock or being 
hauled hither and thither by tugs. 

The western railroads have made won- 
derful improvements in their roadbeds, jn 
their rails and rolling stock equipment. 
They have rapidly placed themselves in 
position to handel the trade of their ter- 
ritory and, reaching out into the center of 
the grain belt with their trunk lines with 
their feeders coming in from all sides, 
they are in a position to handle the prod- 
uct at the least expense. They have the 
business in their own hands, and why 
sheuld they divide it with eastern roads? 
The han! to the Gulf ports Is down grade 
and, although the freight North is not as 
heavy as the haul from the Past to West, 
the roads taking grain to the Gulf ports 
have the advantage of keeping their cars 
on their own lines and can quickly put 
them into service when needed. Should 
they ship East, thelr cars would be held 
in eastern yards at a season when every 
car is needed in the West. By shipping to 
Gaiveston or New Orleans, quick returns 
are made, and the cars reloaded for an- 
other trip gulfward. With further improve- 
ments in western and southern railroads 
and a further development of western ter- 
ritory, the Gulf ports will expand in their 
importance and will secure a lead in many 
articles of . commerce now so jealously 
guarded by the East.

She was searched before being placed in 
the new cell, and every article with whtch 
she might injure herself waa taken from 
her, not even a pin being left in her cloth- 
ing. 


Far From Degenerate. 
Those who have been most closely asso- 
Rogers during her con- 
finement in the prison deny the assertions 
made by those who are trying to save her 
life that she is ignorant or a moral degen- 
erate. Since she has been in prison she 
has spent her time in making booklets and 
filling them with original verses and quo- 
Her handwriting is exceptionally 
good, not at all that of an ignorant person, 


product of a diseased mind. Chaplain Ful- 
ler said: 

“She is a woman cf more than ordinary 
intelligence, quick to perceive and iearn. 
She is a trifie vain, but not to a hoticeable 
degree. She is not a degencrate, but de- 
cidedly the reverse.

Since she has been in the prison she has 
endeared herself to all with whom she has 
eome in. contact.

Death Came Slowly. 


Planned After Clearing Name to 
Return to Fatherland and Fam- 
ily—Inquest to Be Held. 


Coroner Baron will probably hold an in- 
quest Monday on the death of Count Kich- 
ard Wald-Framke, who died early Friday 
morning. The body lies in the morgue. 


Peterman, who is a retired jockey and 
small, raised the unconscious body of 
Wald-Framke and placed it on the bed 
and forced whisky between his lips. 

Slowly Framke regained conscious- 
ness and told Peterman that it was use- 
less to go for a doctor, that his heart 
a eno! Bat cor at ore, worn out. 

But with the coming of daylight - 
terman called Dr. oh Ww. Oaitcien,” at 
3203 Olive street, who found life all but 
gone. 

Wald-Framke’s face was blue. his 
body was icy and his worn-out system 
refused to respond to powerful stimu- 


For a week Count Wald-Framke has 
fought a terrific battle with his heart. Day 
and night he has struggled to keep alive by . 
the use of drugs to accelerate or stop its ' 
action, as it beat too high or too low. 
During that time he has been without 
sleep, util gradually his terrible heart 
wore aut his body and he died. 

According to medical authorities who ex- 
amined his heart, he waa subject to ex- 
treme valvular disease of the heart, and 
death was his to expect at any moment. 

His death fulfilled the prediction made 
by Dr. W. R. McKenzie, physician at 
the southern Illinois pentitentiary at Chest- 
er, lll., from which Wald-Franke was re- | 
leased Jan. 9, that the young man would 
not live a month after obtaining his free- 
dom. 

He was pardoned by Gov. Yates as his 
last official act, at the instance of Dr. Mct- 
Kenzie, that he might not die in prison. 
St. Louls with the intention, he said, of 
going to Washington te reinstate his name 
through the good offices of the German 
am bussador. 

If he succeeded in that his intention was 
to return to his home at Wiesbaden, Ger- 
many, and endeavor to enter the German 
colonial service for which his education 
and his great linguistic ability he believed 
fitted him. 

He got only as far as St. Louls. 

Dr. McKenzie, on belng told of Wald- 
Framke's intention to go to Europe, said: 

“The man has the most dangerous heart 
in all my experience. I doubt if he would 
ever reach there. I do not believe he will 
live a month—perhaps not two weeks; he 
may drop dead as if shot g@t’any moment.” 


Death Expected Constantly. 

Wald-Framke knew this as well as the 
doctor. He never knew at what instant a 
whim would blot him out. 

His intention to go to Washington and 
then to Germany was stopped by ill health 
a few days after reaching St. Louis. 

He had suffered more than four and one- 
half years of confinement in the penitenti- 
ary to which he was sentenced for l4 years 
for alleged complicity in a jail break at 
Belleville which resulted in the death of 
Sheriff Herman Barnickol, who after shoot- 
ing to death Benton Revelle, the ringleader 
of the revolt, received a fatal wound. 
Wald-Framke always protested that he 
took no part in the revolt of the prisoners, 
His 
new-found freedom filled him with elation. 
In spite of his infirm heart he subjected 
himself to unusual exertion. He spent his 
and free 
people again, and his nights at the thea- 
ters. He had written to his brother in 


thought meantime to enjoy living. So he 
gave no heed to his heart until one day it 
brought him up with a jerk, 

He -hhad found lodging in the home of 
Ss. W. Peterman, 37 North Compton ave- 
nue, in whose family he made himself 
agreeable by reason of his superior educa- 
tion and agreeable manners. There he took 
the name of W. V. Monfort, probably in 
order to escape the notoriety of his career. 


Heart Beat Was 180, 
The normal heart beat is 72 strokes to 
the minute. Wald-Framke’s heart was rac- 


ing like mad, as the engine of a ship does 
when the propellors are out of the water. 
It was beating at the rate of 180 strokes 
And as the engine of a ship 
will batter it to pleces if not stopped or the 


ropellors do not into the water and 
a rma action takes place, s0 Wald- 
Framke’s heart was wearing him out. 
In vain he resorted to depressent drugs. 
When these began to act his heart became 
Then he jumped to stim- 
ulants and back to depressrents. Hardly 
ever did his heart give him rest, and when 
it did. and he was drugless, he was the 
most miserable of men, and talked darkly 
to his friends, the Petermans, of his long- 
ing for death.

It was his custom, in order to heighten 
the effect of his drink, to mix his beer 
with whisky, and this mixture he would 
drink until unconsciousness ‘ame vver 
him. Not content with his own debasement, 
ho would at such times insist on havirg 
his wife join him and Greason, the negro, 
at their drink.

Cal., Jan. &3.—The man with 
the fertile brain who two years ago had 
a plan on foot to use monkeys to harvest 
the Texas cotton crop will find his ideas 
traneprted to California, as Martin C. See- 
ley of 361 South Sixth street, this city, and 
owner of one of the largest prune orchards 
in the Santa Clara valley, proposes to har- 
vest his prune croup next season with mon- 
keys. 

Trained members of the simian tribe are 
to take the place of Mongols and whites 
in picking the fruit in Mr. Seeley’s or- 
chard. if his plans turn out all right. 

A year ago Seeley had considerable diffi- 
culty in securing sufficient labor to pick his 
prunes before they became over-ripe on the 
trees. To obviate future difficulties in this 
way he determined on a radical departure 
from the usual method and sent to A. B. 


Janes of Acapulco to ship him 5600 tame 
monkeys, of which there are thousands on 
and around Jaynes’ coffee plantation in 
Panama. He has just received word that 
the monkeys have been shipped by steamer 
to San Francisco. 

“After the monkeys have been fully 
trained.’ said Mr. Seeley, in cage * of 
his plans, “I will apportion them o 50 
to a company, each band under a trainer.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 28.—Ihe auto- 
mobile does not harmonize with country 
landscape, says Senator J. M.° Singer of 
Versailles. The plan of his measure is 80 
effective, it will likely be amended before 
its passage so as to be equally as effective 
in the city as in the country. It provides 
that whoever runs a machine outside the 
-limits of a city or incorporated town shal! 
send some person at least 50 yards ahead 
to warn the public that :he :machire is 
approaching, so that they may be able to 
find a place of safety. 

It also provides that the chauffeur, when 
he meets any person, shall drive to one side 
and that he shall come to a full stop while 
the other person is passing. The fine for 
the violation is not less than $% nor more 
than $%. If an accident occurs and death 
results, the offender shall be found guilty 
of involuntary manslaughter.

Yencer of Boston, Ind., is the mathemati- 
cian. He has prepared a bill which calls 
for the approriation of $5,500,000 for Indiana 
roads. It is to be spent by a State road 
commissioner who is to receive a salary of 
$3500 a year and $600 expenses, and to have 
an assistant at $2000, a clerk at $1500 and a 
stenographer, if found necessary, at $1000 
a year. The bill provides that the state 
shall pay two-thirds of the cost of every 
road improvement and the county and 
township pay the other third, share and 
share alike. 

It is oxpected that in a remarkably short 
time every road in Indiana will be like a 
house floor if the bill becomes a law. 

Representative E. B. McDowell of Bluff- 
ton has introduced a measure intended to 
bring relief in the matter of circus tick- 
ets. Mr. McDowell proposes that all circus 
tickets shall be sold at the same price. He 
does not think it just for poor persons 
when they go tc a circus to be compelled 
to look across the ring and see the rich 
in nice upholstered seats while they them- 
selves are compeiled to sit on the hard 
benches simply because they cannot afford 
the extra. price for a reserved seat. Mr. 
McDowell would do away with the re- 
served seat business, so that the weaithy 
would have no advantage over the less 
fortunate, while indulging in a common 
engagement.

AUSTIN. Tex., Jan. 2.—Although the 


Twenty-ninth Legislature has just begun 
its task of making and repealing laws, 
there lave. been introduced in both 
branches 500 bills touching on every con- 


ceivable subject. 

Some are vicious, many are directed 
against corporations, others are to revise 
the tax laws, while there are several which 
are aimed at the liquor traffic. 

Senator B. F. Looney of Limestone Coun- 
ty has introduced a bill to define nepotism. 
The author would make it a felony for an 
officeholder of any kind to employ one of 
his relatives in the remotest degree. 

According to his bill, a principal in a 
public school cannot employ his third or 
fourth cousin to teach in the same school, 
or even the principal could not recommend 
him to teach in any other school. 

It makes it a felony for any state offi- 
cial, whether in the legislative, judicia) or 
executive branches, to employ any of his 
relatives. It prohibits a member of a City 
Council from having any of his relatives 
in the employ of the city. When it is 
taken into consideration that most of the 
senators and representatives have their 
sons or other relatives employed as com- 
mittee clerks and pages it seems safe to 
say Senator Looney’s bill wil not last very 
long.

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THE AUTOMOBILE ON RAILS. 

The experiments made in England by the London & 
Southwestern and Great Western railroads, which look to 
the use of the automobile on raiis, have succeeded so far 
that the latter road now has an automobile service regularly 
in use om one of its shorter branches. The automobdile uscd 
carries 32 passengers in its “trailer” or light coach. It 4s 
iutended to experiment with a heavier moter, capable of 
(irawing several trailers, after the fashion of the auto 
‘rains introduced for common roads by Col. Renard of the 
French army. In the United States experiments are being 
wade with “rail autos” replacing the ol@ “handcar’ for 
nspection service. One of the first successful experiments 
na “rail auto” was made by Charles J. Glidden of Boston. 
who in starting on his “auto trip around the world” found 
“ough roads in western Canada and induced the Canadian 
“acific to allow him to use the railroad track. This he did 
uccessfully by fitting his machine with light car wheels, 
n which it covered 180 miles of his route to the Pacific 
cast. Automobile enthusiasts are already predicting the 
uto car for general use in suburban railroad service and in 
nany other ways on railroad tracks.

LYONS, Mich., Jan. 21.—Notwithstanding 
the denial of -President Snyder of the 
Michigan Agricultural College at Lansing 
that there had been any hazing in the case 
of Henry Johnson, the student who died 
while violently insane three days after be- 
ing brought home from college, Dr. Will- 
iam Grant, the family physician, said: 

‘My belief is that death was due to hem- 
of the brain, due to the acute 
which he was suffering.

If Johnson was subjected 
to any indignities from older classmen the 
perpetrators have not been discovered by 
Pres'dent Snyder, who has had numerous 
students on the carpet and subjected them 
to a rigid examination.

CAPTURED BY CANNIBALS AND FATTENED FOF 


Hk following account of thrilling adventures on a 
ay vannibal! island off New Guinea is given to the 
sunday Post-Dispatch by Thomas Ellis. His state- 
mrents. are corroborated by his comrades, John Niessen, 
Thomas Davis and Robert MacGregor, who arrived with 
him the other day at Philadelphia on the ship Astrakan. 
Their flesh branded with livid scars from knife wounds, 
and Jolm Niessen’s mutilated foot, give ample proof of 
the remarkable story of how they -were fattened for a 
eannibal feast.

charts show the existence of the island they describe. Data 
procured by the Academy of Natural Science afd the 
Geographical Society bear them out in the statement that 
the natives are cannibais.

Capt. Reed shot one of the men 
dead and during the powwow we made off into the woods. 
We could not and did not go fer inland, but made: our 
way to the north, where we fell in with another band of 
savages, who came right up to us and by signs indicated 
that they were looking for the camp we had just ieft. We 
showed them the way and with them made our way back to 
our boat. The two tribes fought” a mile or two inland 
from the spot where we had first’ made shore, and our 
friends seemmd to have won the day. We were not dis- 
i: than cpa bana when we were attacked 
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again and fonght off our first captors with the assistance 
of some members of the other tribe, who had remained with 
us to wateh the movements of their hereditary enemies, 
This sort of thing lasted ail of two weeks, when there was 
a fierce fight, in which our friends were defeated and rout- 
ed 

Finally we were captured by our original foes and then 
our real troubles began, Poor Niessen, innocently enough,
